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No Easy Solutions 


As the Penn Central Railroad con­ 
tinues to founder in its deficits, comment 
is heard m ore frequently that there are 
only two ways to solve the railroad’s 
dilem m a: scrap the line or nationalize it. 
Ultimately, those may be the only two 
viable choices. 
But they are both harsh medicines and 
there should be no illusions to the con­ 
trary. To dissolve the business under 
bankruptcy proceedings would involve a 
tragic loss to many individuals. 
Tens of thousands of fam ilies would be 
directly affected through loss of jobs. 
Although the rail passenger business con­ 
tinues on the decline, a large num ber of 
people would be forced to scram ble for 
a l terna te transportation. 
Closing down a m ajor transportation 
link can have other serious results, some 
of them impossible to foresee. But na­ 


tionalization is not all that promising 
either. The illusion that governm ent take­ 
over would solve Penn C entral’s ills is 
just that—an illusion. 
Unless m ajor operating changes also 
were accomplished, the deficits 'would 
continue. Conceivably they would become 
worse, for the philosophies of m anage­ 
ment of public affairs and private busi­ 
nesses arc vastly different. Under nation­ 
alization. the debt load would be shifted 
entirely to the taxpayers. 
Economic decisions affecting business 
operations generally are settled in the 
m arket place. When they are diluted by 
public interest, balance sheets and profit 
and loss statem ents take second place to 
a new concern. Political considerations 
m ay yet dictate nationalization. But there 
should be full realization of the costs in­ 
volved.

Most comm unities have a perpetual 
problem, with dogs, and to date no ration­ 
al solution has been found. There are 
barking dogs, biting dogs, flow'er-tramp- 
ling dogs, straying dogs and canines 
which are disease-carriers.

In many 
cases adults don’t dare. In a few months, 
however, they grow big and boisterous. 
Children play with them at more and 
m ore infrequent intervals. They have 
become dogs.

So they 
hang on and on.

Gypsy Moth 
To th« Editor: The Potstown 
Mercury recently alerted the 
Pottstown area on the im­ 
pending threat and invasion by 
the Gypsy Moth. This pest ha» 
at least, two natural enemies in 
the insect world. 
One is the Calosoma beetle, 
which climbs trees at night and 
feeds on caterpillars and on 
canker worms. This beetle is 
a shiny black insect and runs 
very fast when disturbed. It 
emits a very unpleasant odor, 
when it is being touched. In 
day time it usually hides below" 
rotted leaves or comport piles. 
The other is a group of wasp 
like insects, the Braconids, 
black in front and brown in the 
back. These Braconids are very 
numerous. 
Verv important in combating 
the Gypsy Moth and other in­ 
sect pests are the wood peckers. 
It Is very rewarding to help 
these birds in winter time by 
puling1 out. suet. All brlds that, 
eat suet are also insect eaters. 
In this area, we have the 
Downy, the hairy wood pecker, 
the red bellied wood pecker, the 
Flicker, the Nut hatch and I 
have observed the large and 
elusive Pileated wood pecker. 


The importance of these birds 
is ilustra.ted by the fact that 
the Flicker will eat up to 500' 
Ants in one single day. In. ad­ 
dition to eating ants and ter­ 
mites, the wood peckers will eat 
many other insects and bugs. 
The litle Dawny for instance 
will eat cater pillars and 
weave Is in addition to termites. 
Helping these birds is helping 
the- ecology and ultimately 
helping yourselves. It is also 
showing your appreciation for 
Gods wonderful creation.

NEW YORK — The cop-out was an obvious one. 
The 
Knicks could have been gallant failures. 
They were re­ 
garded as losers when Willis Reed was laid up for the full 
tournament. 
Basketball teams don't win without the big 
man. It is a game for giants. They had another reason to 
drop out of it. They exchanged players for Earl Monroe, and 
then he was hurt, and. unable to work. 
The mandarins figured they paid Monroe to be an enter­ 
tainer. 
This is a thrilling basketball player. 
But they

This is a stock reply in sports.
